MOSS POINT — For the next two months, 
Moss Point Police Chief Michael Ricks will be 
away attending one of the most exclusive 
training sessions in law enforcement. 

He’s on the campus of the United States 
Marine Corps Base at Quantico, Va., as a 
student of the FBI National Academy. He 
will be there through Sept. 1. 

"You get asked to go. You don’t fill out an 
application. You are picked,” Jackson Coun- 
ty Sheriff Mike Byrd said. 

Byrd attended in 1999. 

“It is an honor to be selected to go and it’s 
the ultimate height in a law enforcement 
career,” he said. 

Recommendations could come from a com- 
missioner, superintendent, or chief of police; 
sheriff or head of a county policy agency; or 
by the chief, superintendent or executive 
officer of a state police or highway patrol 
organization; or the application may be filed 
by an officer of the state, county or munici- 
pality of higher rank than those mentioned, 


the county or city commissioners or governor. 
Joe Nicholson with the Jackson County 
Sheriff’s Department and Keith Havard of ° 
Ocean Springs Police Department recently 
completed the program. Both are task force 
agents of the FBI Safe 
Streets Task Force. ; 

“The class we graduated 
was the 217 session of the 
national academy. Of that, 
there were people from 48 
states, the District of Colum- 
bia and 21 international 
countries. On an average, 
they had 19 years of law 
enforcement,” Nicholson said. 

Nicholson was nominated 
by Byrd. Havard was nominated by his chief 
of police, Kerry Belk. 

“The agency head has to nominate the peo- 
ple from their department and then you are 
put on a waiting list through the FBI office. 
A background check and other things are 
conducted and you’re given a class date,” 
Nicholson said.
